An Ounce Of 
Prevention...

"Anything we can do to reduce the terrible disease 
of tooth decay which in afflicting Americans, and espe­ 
cially our youngsters, must be done. The disease is a na­ 
tional disgrace."

This grim warning came from Dr. Arthur Berke, 
noted local children's dentist.

A committee of the Chamber of Commerce is now in­ 
vestigating the possibility of introducing water fluorina- 
tion in Torrance. Fluonnation has proven to be one ol 
the highly effective factors in combating tooth decay.

Decay, Dr. Berke stated, is a degenerative disease 
and it is a crime that children should be afflicted with 
this at 3, 4, 5, and 6 years of age. It is the exception 
rather than the rule that a child keeps his baby teeth 
until the normal age of 12.

The effectiveness of fluorination has been studied 
eyr ft period of time and it haa been definitely estab- 
Ked that in cities having a fluorinated water supply 

4<xfth decay has been reduced 40 per cent.
Many title* throughout the country have introduced 

this process already.
Dentists discovered the value of fluorination when 

they found that a Texas community was surprisingly 
lacking in tooth decay because of the high percentage of 
natural fluorine in the city's water supply.

Fluorine will not affect the taste of the water.
It is an inexpensive process and certainly worth 

whatever it may cost when one considers how much can 
be saved in health and dental bills.

Fluorination has received the endorsement of the 
United States Public Health Service and the American 
Dental Association.

There is only one danger with fluorination which 
must be constantly guarded against: fluorine is only one 
of the factors which can combat tooth decay* The intro­ 
duction of fluorination does not automatically prevent 
decay completely. It does not give kids the go-ahead 
signal to throw food precautions to the wind. Avoiding 
unhealthy food* will always remain the most important 
preventive measure against tooth decay.

The Torrance Press urge* P-TAs, cMc group*, 0erv- 
ic« clubs, and the general community to endorse and en­ 
courage such a fhiorination program for Torrance.
